strikers were ordered to evacuate 
plants of the Chrysler corporation 
where 5,000 Sitdowners have kept 
65,000 workers in idleness since 
Monday. 


Circuit. Judge Allan Campbell in 
granting the injunction ruled that 
even if the Wagner 
act 
were 
valid it "still does not give the 
defendants (Sitdowners) the right 
to occupy property." 
Judge Campbell declared "re- 
spect for law and order and for 
the courts is menaced. There must 
be no compromise and the writ will 
issue." 
In scattered centers of indus- 
trial turmoil more than 130,000 
wage earners were idle as peace- 
makers sought to reconcile the 
differences of opposing factions. 
Gov. Murphy of Michigan, where

90,000 idle, sum-

SEVEN WAGNER CASES 


Kefuses 
to Consider New 


Attacks—Starts a Two 


Weeks Recess. 


WASHINGTON. (UP). The su- 


preme court refused to consider 
seven new attacks on constitution- 
ality of the Wagner labor rela- 
tions act which already is under 
determination by the high court in 
other cases. 


The action was of possible sig- 
nificance by virtue of the fact the 
court already has under considera- 
tion five cases testing1 the act. 
The group of cases refused con- 


sideration by the court Monday, 
however, presented a slightly dif- 
ferent legal aspect from those on 
which argument has already been 
conducted. 
Each of the seven appeals re- 


jected was an effort to obtain an 
injunction to halt national labor 
relations board hearings as pro- 
vided for under the Wagner act. 
Six attacks were brought by

holders, George Craven, attorney 
for intervening policyholders con- 
tended before District Judge Frost 
Monday. 
John S. Logan, representing the 
insurance department, said that 
Craven's argument came from a 
misapprehension of the conditions 
of the company. Logan said the 
surplus of the company is not a 
free surplus but to be used to pay 
thrift 
policyholders. 
He 
also 
claimed that Craven's clients nac 
no right to intervene and objected 
to including the directors of the 
company as parties defendant. 
Craven was arguing upon his 
motion to make additional parties 
defendant and against Logan's ob- 
jections and against the motion of 
the department to strike the peti- 
tion of intervention from the files 
Craven claimed that when the de- 
partment came into court on Jan 
13 and said the company 'was 
solvent upon its own testimony, i 
from that time became a tres 
passer. 
He also said that one of the 
reasons for having the company 
taken over was that a judgmen 
for $191,300 had been obtained by 
Harold Whaley and others in thei 
suit and yet that judgment wa 
satisfied in full by transfer o

>lan, submitted during a momen- 
ary lull in the dispute over Presi- 
dent Roosevelt's court reorganiza- 
ion program, comprised two parts 
ntended to be acted upon as a 
unit. The plan: 
1. A congressional act requiring 


more -than a two-thirds vote by 
.he supreme court to invalidate 
acts of congress. 
2. A constitutional amendment 
establishing nine year terms for 
ill federal justices including jus- 
ices of the supreme court. 


The Norris 
program was in- 
tended as a substitute for Presi- 
dent Roosevelt's plan which calls 
:or appointment of six new justices 
:o the supreme court if justices 
over 70 years of age do not re- 
tire. 


Norris has criticized Mr. Roose- 
velt's program but his indicated he 
will support it providing agree- 
ment is not reached on some sub- 
stitut*. 


Submission of the Norris sub- 
stitute came after he 
the senate last week 


addressed 
proposing- 
that a drive for a constitutional 
amendment go hand in hand with 
legislative court action. 


The Norris constitutional amend- 
ment provides: 
1. The judges both of the su- 
preme and inferior federal .courts 
shall hold their offices during the 
term of nine years and the com- 
pensation ol^such judges shall b< 
subject to taxation under any lau 
passed by congress. 
2. The term of office of all 


judges both of, the supreme and 
inferior courts who are in office 
at the time this amendment be- 
comes a part of the constitution

KIRSCH GIVESJjALLERY TALK 
Says Smaller Paintings Will 


Feature Future Showings. 
In a gallery talk before the Ne- 


braska Art association in Morrill 
iall, Sunday afternoon, Dwight 
Kirsch, director of the. university 
school of fine arts, outlined the 
aistory of the association, made a 
few predictions concerning exhi- 
bitions of the future and discussed 
some of the paintings on display 
there as part of the association's 
annual exhibition. 


The association has the longest 


continuous record of any organ- 
ization of its kind in the middle- 
west, Mr. Kirsch explained. It bf- 
gan as the Haydon Art club in 
1888. The first exhibition consisted 
of a single painting. In 1900 the 
club became the present art as- 
sociation which has brought exhi- 
bitions here annually since that 
time. 


The exhibitions of the future, 


and the hint Of what is developing 
may be seen in the present exmoi- 
tion, will consist of smaller paint- 
ings, Mr. Kirsch explained. 


"When an artist has something 


big to say," Mr. Kirsch continued, 
"he turns to a permanent surface. 
The mural is the medium of large 
expressions." The revival of the 
mural and its present popularity 
was cited as proof of this state- 
ment. Mr. Kirsch believes that ex- 
hibitions of paintings will have to 
be supplemented with prints, litho- 
graphs, illustrations for books, and 
possibly even textiles, if the work 
of the best artists is to be repre- 
sented in exhibitions of the futur* 


MATCH FEDERAL FUND 


If Gas Tax Unsatisfactory, 


Would Appreciate Other 


Revenue Ideas. 


Governor Cochran in an address 


Sunday said he is strongly in favor 
of matching federal funds for so- 
cial security and if the plan he 
proposed is not satisfactory to the 
legislature he will be glad to have 
suggestions as to a more suitable 
one. 


The governor devoted most of 


his weekly address to the gasoline 
tax controversy which apparently 
has deadlocked the legislature. He 
also touched upon the problem of 
assisting Nebraska farmers need- 
ing feed and seed loans this spring. 


"During the past two weeks, 
since I last talked to you, consid- 
erable time has been devoted to 
the gasoline tax bill and methods 
of raising revenue for public as- 
sistance," Cochran said. 
"At practically all times during 
this consideration a majority of 
the members 
of the 
legislature 


have been in favor of passing the 
one cent additional 
gas tax law 


and dividing the revenue between 
matching federal funds for social 
security 
and 
matching 
federal 


funds for highway construction," 
he continued. 


"The proponents of the bill, how- 


ever, have felt it should carry the 
emergency clause which required a 
two-thirds vote, or 29 out of the 
43, in order to make the law im- 
mediately effective. 
The» point I 


am making is that a majority of 
the people's representatives have 
been and are favorable to passing 
this bill." 
Opposition to the measure, he 
said, comes from various sources 
which "even tho a minority, has 
been sufficient to keep from get- 
ting a two-thirds vote of the leg- 
islature." 
Launching into an examination 


of measures offered as a substitute 
to his gasoline tax diversion plan, 
Cochran said he had no objection 
to the use of .5 of an additional 
cent gasoline tax for security and 
the remainder for highways. His 
plan called for 4.6 of a five cent 
tax'for highways and .4 for as- 
sistance. 


He said, however, in considering 


various methods for financing so- 
cial security, "It is probable that 
the property tax method would 
meet with the least immediate ob- 
jections because while all of the 
big oil companies in the state are 
organized and active and fully rep- 
resented at the legislative session, 
the property owners of the state 
are neither organized nor repre- 
sented except as they are repre- 
sented by their elected officials." 
He added objections to raising 


the property tax, however, would 
come out later "when the property 
owner would find it out and see 
it reflected on his tax receipt at 
time of payment." 


"Then I am inclined to think," 


he asserted, "there would be ob- 
jections by thousands of repre- 
sentatives of a class of people who 
not heard from and who are not 
represented by a lobbj* appearing 
before the state legislature.'1

Any such appraisal of 
the future fails- to take mto ac- 
count that the immediate situation, 
precipitated by the supreme court 
controversy, for instance, cannot 
be solved that way. The democrats 
who are staunchly opposing the 
president's plan to "pack" the su- 
preme court did not, six weeks 
ago, before the plan was revealed, 
have any sympathy for the re- 
publican party platform and they 
do not have any more sympathy 
today for republicanism just be- 
cause they are 
opposed to Mr. 
Roosevelt's court proposal. 
As a matter of fact, the question 
isn't going to be decided by mere 
anticipation of some future cam- 
paing in which the errors of the 
new deal will supposedly have ac- 
cumulated enough opposition to 
swing an election for the republi- 
cans. 
What will decide the fate of the 
American political parties is the 
immediate situation growing out 
of the fact that, when 30 or 40 
senators, elected as democrats and 
supporting Mr. Roosevelt in the 
regular election last November, 
come up for renomination in the 
spring of 1938—about 12 months 
hen-:e—they will meet headon the 
political vengeance of the

deal. 


Must Make Sacrifices. 


What kind of sacrifices are the 


conservatives 
of the republican 
party willing to make for the dem- 
ocrats who will have sacrificed 
themselves on the altar of devotion 
to the American system of govern- 
ment? Will the republicans adopt 
a militant attitude of support for 
these democrats, or will they be 
swayed by local factional squab- 
bles and the desire of some former 
republican office-holders to run for 
office ? 
Out west, inside the various

ITS NOT THE MONEY. 


Clarence A. Dykatra, city,man- 


ager of Cincinnati, has announced 
that he will accept the prealdency 
of the University of Wisconsin 
if that position is officially ten- 
dered him. He has been ap- 
proached by the chairman of the 
university's executive committee 
and while the tender of the po- 
sition lacks final official action, 
Dykstra's acceptance 
virtually 


completes the contract. 


The striking thingr, of course, is 


that Dykstra is giving up a $25,000 
a year job to take one at $15,000 
a year, plus a residence. The 
money, apparently, has very little 
to do^with it. If Dykstra were pri- 
marily interested 
in salary he 


would not leave Cincinnati. 


Dykstra's job at Cincinnati is 


not in any danger. 
He was de- 


pended upon to handle almost sin- 
gle handed the situation created 
by the flood. The city manager 
became virtual dictator of the Cin- 
cinnati area for a time and did the 
job effectively. There has been 
no more complaint than could be 
expected under the circumstances. 
All people cannot be pleased when 
an emergency is being dealt with. 


In spite of the fact that Mr. 


Dykstra's 525,000 job is in no dan- 
ger, that he may go on at his 
present pace for many years, Mr. 
Dkystra is willing to give it up 
to take one at a much lower pay. 
The latter job carries with it a 
certain prestige, honor, that ap- 
peals to Mr. Dykstra, a former ed- 
ucator, and he is glad to make the 
financial sacrifice necessary 
to 


change jobs. 


It is scarcely necessary to say 


that the regents of the University 
of Wisconsin have made an ex- 
cellent selection in Mr. Dykstra. 
That does not excuse them for a 
certain degree of culpability in 
the dismissal of Glenn Frank as 
president of Wisconsin, but now 
that Mr. Frank is out, the choice 
of a substitute is good. 


Excellent, efficient administra- 


tion may be expected of Mr. Dyk- 
stra. His record as an adminis- 
trator is above reproach. 
If he 


falls down it will be in the field 
of academic policies, not in the ad- 
ministration of the business end 
6f the institution, the place where 
Mr. Frank was most vulnerable. 


"WE, THE PEOPLE." 


Looked at from any viewpoint 


this is a funny country. Politically 
it is a combination of republic and 
democracy. Theoretically the peo- 
ple rule. Really they do not rule. 
They are ruled by the political 
idols, men they elect and appoint 
to do their bidding. In no small 
measure their servants say what 
public opinion shall be. The people 
are thrilled by spellbinders, by po- 
litical promisors; by mock heroics 
and propagandists. 
They worship 


at the shrine of shrewd politic- 
ians. They applaud in one man 
what they condemn in another. 


This is a country of contrasts. 


The people demand reduction of 
their taxes and put tax money 
spendthrifts in places of power. 
They meet in conventions to de- 
mand economy in government, and 
send delegations to seats of gov- 
ernment to secure additional ap- 
propriations for their own com- 
munities or institutions. They de- 
nounce prohibition as a producer 
of crime, insist on sobriety 
and 


temperance and vote for 
repeal. 


They demand the apprehension of 
criminals, condemn inaction on the 
part of law enforcers, and then 
play the part of sob sisters when 
criminals are arrested. They ques- 
tion the action of courts and 
juries, express the belief that con- 
victed criminals are innocent, and 
demand new trials and pardons. 


As a mass the people deplore the 


unequal distribution of wealth 
while individually they devote a 
lifetime to acquiring money. They 
publicly declare all men are cre- 
ated equal but privately admit 
this cannot be true. While argu- 
ing that opportunities for all 
should be the same they strive 
for special privileges and advan- 
tages. 
Those who agree with 


them are hailed as intellectual 
giants, while those who see dif- 
terently and say so are regarded 
as deficient in mental equipment. 
The right of free speech is upheld 
in principle but often denied in 
practice. Gambling is generally de- 
plored, yet by law they legalize 
parimutuel betting and tolerate 
slot machines, lotteries and punch 
boards. They deplore bootlegging 
and then tax contraband merchan- 
dise to the point that bootlegging 
is made profitable. We bring un- 
productive land into production at 
great cost and then abandon pro- 
ducing land because of over pro- 
duction. 


Every man is truarantted the 


right to live, the rifht to freedom 
and the pursuit Of happlnew, but 
we do not pvuxicb those who pre- 
vent others from working, from 
earning a living and enjoying it. 
Every citizen is jruarant«ed the 
right to vote and the right of a 
voice in government, while in 
some large cities election returns 
are made out before the ballots 
are cast. 


Yet this n&tio;. lives, progresses 


and develops. It leads the world in 


resourcefulneaa and enterprise. Its 
contradictions amaze the world. Its 
greatness la A world enigma, and 
its people, progressive, forceful, 
morally strong yet sinful; much 
of the time in conflict »nd dis- 
agreement, forvvard in~ving, back 
and sidestepping, astonish old 
world peoples with eventual at- 
tainment of important objectives. 


A country is made by its people. 


Our people made this country. 
Observed from any viewpoint this 
is a funny country in which we 
live, but it is still the best country 
on'earth. 


PUBLIC BLINDNESS. 


The amazing feature of the de- 


bate over the president's supreme 
court proposal, as well as of the 
recent election, is the strength 
of the support given by the so- 
called masses, which include the 
millions of voters to whom he has 
given financing subsidies of one 
form or another. Pi-omii^nt in ths 
group of supporters are the labor 
and farm leaders representing- or- 
ganized forces that 
have 
been 


specially favored in one way or an- 
other. The amazement is not di- 
rected at the fact that groups fa- 
vored by legislation naturally tend 
to support any presidential pro- 
posal, if it is claimed to be in 
their interest, but at the fact that 
they allow their gratitude to ob- 
scure their understanding. . 


In the face of the avowal of the 


president and his chief spokesmen 
that the basic purpose is to secure 
the presence iipon the supreme 
bench of men who will approve 
new deal legislation that the ma- 
jority of the court has held does 
not square with the constitution as 
is exists and despite the further 
fact that this is a direct attack 
upon the independence of the ju- 
diciary they shut their eyes and 
close their minds to obvious con- 
clusions. The most important of 
these conclusions is that with the 
judiciary made subservient to the 
executive, the latter, afier having 
made congress subject to his will, 
may impress that will upon every 
citizen, regardless of constitutional 
rights. 


If the president succeeds it will 


destroy democracy as it has long 
existed. A writer in Fortune points 
out that instead of government of 
the people, by the people and for 
the people, we will then have only 
government for the people. The 
difference is very great, as he 
illustrates. When government is 
conducted of and by the people, 
its broad policies, he says, are es- 
tablished by the people, in talk, 
thru the newspapers and by debate 
among their representatives. When 
government is conducted for the 
people its broad policies are es- 
tablished by the government itself. 
There is no self government in 
that form. There is grave danger 
in believing- the king can do no 
wrong. 


Kingships and dictatorships are 


governments for the people. It may 
be that this is what the majority 
of the people in the United States 
want. If so, they are getting it. 
Decisions on policies are 
being 


made in the white house, and the 
only barrier to their being at all 
times effective is the 
supreme 


court as now constituted. 


FOOTNOVES. 


Harold J. Laski has written a 
letter to the Manchester Guardian 
of England relative to President 
Roosevelt's supreme • court nro- 
posal. He informs his British read- 
ers that if they are to understand 
the president's action, they must 
see it in proper perspective. Three 
propositions are then presented: 
The passage of an amendment 
might take years and, even when 
passed, would be subject to the in- 
terpretation of the court. Anyone 
who remembers what the court 
has done with the fifth and the 
fourteenth amendments will find 
it difficult to believe that an ef- 
fective way round the prejudices 
of the court could be found in this 
way. And in relation to certain 
types of social legislation the 
process of Amendment might well 
founder on the reactionary pro- 
clivities of some of the southern 
states. 


It is not a new thing in the his- 
tory of the court to extend its 
numbers, and in the past this ex- 
tension has been welcomed by con- 
servative opinion in the United 
States because it approved of the 
object the extension was intended 
to secure. 


There is nothing in the least 
novel in the appointment of Amer- 
ican judges by reason of their po- 
litical outlook. The late Theodore 
Roosevelt, when he appointed Jus- 
tice Holmes to the supreme court, 
took great care to satisfy himself 
that the judge's view of the limits 
of federal power was in harmony 
with his own, and conservative op- 
position to the nomination of Jus- 
tice Brandeis in 1916, on account 
of his liberalism, is a famous epi- 
sode in recent 
v American history. 
Granted the nature of the Amer- 
ican constitution 
it is, as Chief 
Justice 
Hughes has 
remarked, 
what the judges say it is—for a 
president to appoint men whose 
outlook is in general harmony 
with his own is a maxim of ele- 
mentary prudence." 


The most striking sentence in. 
the entire letter is this, "It will be 
a healthier TjAiteo States when the 
obscurantism of the court ceases 
to be identified with the American 
constitution." He adds, "Since 1932 
it has been difficult to distinguish 
the philosophy of the supreme 
court from that of Wall street. It 
was not to maintain that identity 
that President Roosevelt was sent 
so triumphantly to the white 
house." 


MOKE OR LESS PERSONAL. 
The poll of the national bar as- 
sociation, showing the nation as 
a whole and the state total, tends 
to confirm belief in the indicative 
value of cross section polls. In the 
nation as a whole the poll showed 
nearly seven to one against the 
president's supreme court plan. In 
Nebraska the association vote was 
more than 16 to 1. Recently The 
Journal made a poll of members of 
the Lancaster county bar associa- 
tion and the fmal count showed 
approximately seven to one. That 
Lincoln poll forecast the result in 
the state and the nation. One rea- 
son why opposition was weaker 
in Lincoln than elsewhere in the 
state may be that a number of 
lawyers are employed here in state 
and federal government positions. 


The suit started more than three 
years ago by the state of Nebraska 
against the states of Wyoming 
and Colorado charging that the 
latter are not allowing Nebraska 
irrigators the volume of Platte 
river water to which they are en- 
titled under the law has not yet 
advanced beyond the testimony 
taking stage. One continuance 
after another, with fragmentary 
hearings between, appears to be 
the rule. The chief witness for Ne- 
braska has not yet finfehed his 
testimony, and after that he .will 
be open for cross examination. 
Several hundred exhibits have 
been introduced. The special ex- 
aminer named by the federal su- 
preme court to take testimony has 
.postponed the cross examination 
till May 3. The law's delays are 
damaging irrigation interests in 
amounts beyond computation. 


Public safety demands that laws 
relating to packing of theaters and 
other places of public gatherings 
should be strictly enforced. The 
first obligation rests of course 
with those in charge of such 
places, 
and 
then, too, the 
people expect those charged with 
the duty of enforcing public safety 
lAws to be vigilant. If there is dis- 
regard of rules for public safety 
those responsible should be im- 
pressed with their duties along 
that line. 


An Auburn man was fined for 
killing five wild geese. Because he 
could not immediately pay'the fine 
he was held in custody until the 
money could be raised. The aston- 
ishing part of the story is that 
this is th« first time in ten years 
that an arrest for this offense has 
been made. 
< 


A pheasant raced a Union Pa- 
cific streamline tram and lost. The 
driver of the train was injured. 
The impact was sufficient to break 
the windshield. Shattered glass 
was the cause of his hurts. The 
train overtook the pheasant which 
was •flying straight ahead. Many 
motor car drivers can tell similar 
stones concerning smaller birds. 


Hunters and fishermen are not 
protected by having merely paid 
for a license. They must have their 
licenses with them. That fact is 
emphasized by the death of a 
Crete man who was fishing. A 
game warden asked to see his li- 
cense. He didn't have it with him. 
It was at home. He started toward 
home to get it and died of a heart 
attack on the way. Incidentally, it 
is the law that drivers of cars 
must carry with them their driv- 
ers' licenses. How many conform 
to law in that matter? 


Nebraska, for many years the 
home of W. F. Cody, and North 
Platte people m particular, will be 
surprised at reading this excerpt 
from an article in Time: "Iowa 
patriots who revere the Scott 
county birthplace of 'Buffalo Bill' 
were shocked to hear that the Bo- 
logna newspaper 'Resto Del Car- 
lino' had 'discovered' that Col. 
William Frederick Cody was really 
Giovanna Tambini, born in Barbi- 
garezzo about 1840 and 'a typical 
Italian—full of courage and dar- 
ing.' " In Nebraska, and especially 
at North Platte where he lived, it 
has long been believed, with no 
questions ever raised, that the fa- 
mous scout's origin has been cor- 
rectly chronicled and placed The 
Italian paper* should now try to 
discover how it fell into so much 
error at one time.

Opposition to Giving Congress the 


Power over Parent* in the Life 
Preparation of Children. 
MEADOW GROVE.—It is a mys- 
tery to me how so many intelligent 
people are willing and working to 
place their children in the power of 
the federal government giving that 
goveiinnent the power to say their 
children shall not work until after 
they are 18 years of age. 


Do they not 
understand that 
when they give that power to the 
government they relinquish the 
right to have the children work, 
even in their own homes? 
Do they stop to think that while 
these children are 
being reared 
that they, the parents, must pay all 
expenses and possibly may not be 
allowed to have those same chil- 
dren do enough work about the 
home or farm to keep them inter- 
ested and happy? 


Also do they not realize that a 
child's habits are fixed, largely, 
long before he is 18 years old and 
with no work habits established 
most of the children at that age 
will be fitted only for sit down 
strikers. Many boys and girls are 
married and 
some have children 
before that age. Will the federal 
government be anxious to finance 
homes for these children they have 
taught not to work? 
It is silly to say that power will 
never be used. The amendment 
states plainly that "congress shall 
have the power to limit, regulate, 
and prohibit the labor of persons 
under 18 years of age." 
Why not enforce the law that 
prohibits factories and sweatshops 
from employing young children in- 
stead of making a new law just as 
hard to enforce? 
This big mid'dlewest is full of 
healthy, sturdy youngsters that 
have been taught by wise parents 
to work as well as play, who are 
now helping .to pay their way thru 
college and university by that 
teaching and who, given half a 
chance, could make their own liv- 
ing at 18.

SEWARD.—According to 
the 


testimony of Atty Gen. Cum- 
mings before the senate com- 
mittee any judge of the supreme 
court is not acting in a "reason- 
able fashion" if he votes a law 
unconstitutional, if the majority 
of the court sustains the law. 
Every law that is brought to the 
court for a ruling on its constitu- 
tionality has been passed by con- 
gress and approved by the presi- 
dent, then if the majority of the 
court says it is in accordance with 
the constitution but he does not 
think it is, it is not "reasonable" 
for him to so vote.

LINCOLN.—Dean Foster of the 
Nebraska law college has very ef- 
fectively made intelligible to his 
lay audiences that the current dis- 
pute between the bar and the pres- 
ident is grounded on recognition of 
the "supremacy of the law over 
the executive," a legal doctrine ex- 
isting long before America was 
even settled 
by whites. Dean 
Foster calls attention to the fact 
that a judiciary subservient to the 
executive 5s not the same as a 
judiciary subservient to the people. 
The difference is between dictator- 
ship and democracy. 
Now Senator Borah whose nat- 
ural eloquence together with his 
brilliant legal mind may be the 
decisive factor in any effort to 
tamper with the constitution of 
the United States has raised his 
voice in favor of an alteration to 
the wording of the fourteenth 
amendment so that the words "due 
process" may be defined. No one 
has ever satisfactorily defined due 
process, but in general the courts 
have defined it in numerous de- 
cisions by quoting a passage from 
Daniel Webster's argument in the 
Dartmouth college case: 


"By the law of the 'and Is most clearlj 
intended the general law; a law which 
hears before it condemns: which proceeds 
upon inquiry, and renders judgment only 
after trial. The meaning is that every citi- 
zen shall hold his life, liberty, property 
and immunities under the protection of 
the general rules which govern society. 
Everj thing which may pass under the 
form of an enactment is not therefore to 
be considered the law of the land " 
Dean Foster called attention to 
the fact that English speaking 
countries are the only ones with 
i n d e p e n d e n t judiciaries. The 
United States was the first coun- 
try to have a written constitution 
in contrast to the unwritten con- 
stitution or supreme law of the 
land by which the United Kingdom 
is governed. The dean states that 
every law book in the country 
could be burned and the lawyers 
of the land could rewrite the laws 
without them. 


There is no partisan political 
conflict today. There is a reason 
for the large majority of-the law- 
yers of the nation voting against 
the "packing" of the supreme 
court by the president. Besides the 
fact that it was bad form for the 
president to propose a court sub- 
servient to himself, it is contrarj' 
to our traditions and the spirit of 
the law of our country to permit 
the executive to dominate the ju- 
diciary. 
Any temporary gain in 
time needed to get new deal legis- 
lation by the courts would be lost 
In moral degradation of the back- 
bone of our whole security, the 
supreme court.

Consensus of the authorities on 
nutrition as summarized in the red 
book "Building Vitality" is that in- 
sufficient vitamin A intake is ac- 
countable for the following disor- 
ders: 
Xerophthalmia (dry eyes, failure 
of lacrimal glands to secrete tears, 
ulceration of cornea), nyctalopia 
(night-blindness), keratmization or 
hardening and horny degeneration 
of epithelium of mucous membranes 
which weakens the first line of de- 
fense against infection, especially 
against cri ("colds" to you, dim- 
wit), sinusitis ear infections, mas- 
toiditis, adenoids, and a degenera- 
tive change in nervous tissues 
which may possibly explain mul- 
tiple sclerosis, neuralgia and other 
Qbscure diseases of the nerves.. . . 
Insufficient vitamin A affects the 
•skin—there are likely to be boils, 
impetigo or excessive dryness with 
a papular eruption resembling acne 
but without pustules. As the skin 
becomes dry and scaly, the hair- 
loses its luster—indeed vitamin A 
may do more for a poor complexion 
than costly cosmetics can. 
That's a formidable view of vi- 
tamin A, but I was anxious to give 
a fair report of what good authori- 
ties be'ieved about it at the time 
I prepared the booKiCt 119351. 


Today the case for vitamin A 
seems to be growing weaker and 
weaker. I am speaking now not as 
an authority on nutrition—I would 
not te an authority on-anything, 
for I like to have convictions, and 
an authority with convictions never 
gets anywhere while he's alive 
(vide the life of Pasteur). 
Nearest approach to an actual 
clinical test of vitamin A defic- 
iency we have is the ability of the 
individual to perceive dim spots of 
light Jn a totally darkened room. 
A rough and ready test is one's 
own. realization of difficulty in see- 
ing in the 
dark—unaccustomed 
difficulty. But, after all, these are 
not specific tests, and such night- 
blindness may be due to other 
causes than nutritional deficiency. 


As it seems to me, all of the 
evidence available 'is circumstan- 
tial, and altho I can get quite 
serious or even morbid about de- 
ficiencies of vitamins B, G and D 
and sometimes even C, here in 
America, -whenever I read or hear 
anything about vitamin A, I am 
conscious of an impulse to yell 
"Oh, veah?" In other words, the 
evidence that anything else than 
vitamin D is concerned in the nu- 
tritional deficiencies the laboratory 
investigators ascribe to the apo- 
cryphal A is, to my mind, not con- 
vincing. 
On the practical side, according 
to biological assay, fresh milk, 
evaporated milk, condensed milk, 
cheese, raw or canned peas, raw or 
canned tomato or tomato juice, 
eggs, butter, liver, lettuce, prunes. 
carrots, string 
beans, 
etc, are 
xdequate sources of vitamin A

And if there were 
no slam in the hand, why jeopardize 
a game by reaching the five level? 
South's hand was almost as well 
suited to no trump play as it was 
to hearts and certainly there was no 
reason to fear that ten tricks could 
not be made. 
Moreover there was 


the added danger that a five heart 
bid might influence North to stretch 
a little further and bid six, for which 
South could tell there would be no 
play. 
While it is highly desirable 


to play a hand at the right suit, it 
sometimes is even more important to 
Stay at the proper level!

In a poll of Lincoln opinion on

Council Says Problem Way 


to Find Disease Early. 
NEW YORK. (.ZP). Facts that 


the average man may rely upon, 
if he faces cancer, were set forth 
Sunday by a newly formed cancer 
council of the American society 
for the 
control of cancer. The 


council answered a series of lay- 
men's questions, presented by the 
national 
association 
of 
science 


writers. The physicians said that 
the situation 
is bad in some re- 


spects, hopeful in others. 
Cancer was declared the "great- 


est health problem before us today 
—its death rate nearly three times 
that 
of 
tuberculosis." 
In 
the 


face''of this, "far too little money," 
it was asserted, is available in this 
country for research on cancer. 


The council did not give the 


monetary figures but Dr. Francis 
Carter Wood of Columbia univer- 
sity said the annual total spent is 
not more 
than 
$400,000. 
This 


amounts to two-fifths of one cent 
per year for every person in the 
United States, for a disease which 
statistics 
show 
will attack one 


man out of every ten 
and one 


woman out of every seven. 


One 
of the 
questions asked 


whether in view of the fact that 
cancer recognized early is curable 
efforts should be concentrated im- 
mediately on discovering how to 
recognize early cancer. The coun- 
cil answered that attempts 
for 


many years to discover such tests 
have failed. 


"The 
reason," the physicians 


added, "for 
persistent failure of 


f-his type of work is probably based 
on the fact that early cancer, as 
a local disease, differs so little 
from the normal physiological be- 
havior of the surrounding tissues 
that there is no logical reason for 
the difference to express itself in 
any measurable way." 


that this would be the case. As 
far as the farmer who owns his

Since 
the value of land is ordinarily not 
an important part of the value of 
the home the man in the city, 
however, might permanently en- 
joy greater security agairj^t the 
loss of his property. 


Probable Policy. 


Suppose a 
future ^Nebraska 


legislature decided to 'enact such 
a law. Mr. Schmidt has figured, 
afcer a study of the 
measures 


proposed in this state and a re- 
view of the laws now in operation 
in seven others that some such 
policy as listed below might prob- 
ably be adopted here: 


Madison. For example, the as- 
sessed value of real estate in the 
western part of the state is low; 
thus in these two western counties 
the $1,000 exemption would re- 
move a large proportion of the 
valuation of the average rural 
homestead from the tax base. 


"Also important is the ratio of 


homesteads to all property, inas- 
much as a school district in which 
only a small percentage of the 
families own their homes will not 
be affected as severely as other- 
districts

where a large part of the land is 
unimproved and exemption will 
not reduce the tax base as severely 
as in a. district which has im- 
provements on each quarter sec- 
tion." 


Villages Would Suffer. 


The university economist found 


that villages would suffer greater 
losses in real estate valuation than 
would school districts if such a 
law were passed. 


What would such a tax exemp- 


tion law do 
for 
Lincoln? Mr. 


Schmidt found that an exemption 
of as much as $5,000 could be 
granted home owners without re- 
ducing the tax base of the local 
school district 
more 
than one- 


fourth, assuming of course, that 
such a move would not be followed 
by an undue number 
of rental 


properties being turned into home- 
steads. Should this take place the 
reduction of the tax base might 
possibly be as much as 40 percent,

market value.

word, the name of a condition in 
which there is inflammation or 
marked irritation of the brain. It 
is a disease often confused with 
"sleeping sickness". The symptoms 
met in certain forms of encephalitis 
closely resemble those of sleeping 
sickness. 


Encephalitis may follow a se- 


vere attack of influenza, typhoid 
fever, tuberculosis or 
infantile 
'paralysis. In fact, it may be the 
after-effect 
of any infection in 


which the germs reach the brain. 


The victim of encephalitis com- 


i plains first of severe fever, -head- 
jache, nausea and vomiting. These 
symptoms are ' soon followed by 
mental confusion and trembling of 
the hands and lips. As the disease 
[progresses, there occur other nery- 
ious disturbances, such as difficulty 
j in speaking, drowsiness, stiffness of 
'the spine and dizziness. 


Common Symptoms 


In encephalitis of children, con- 
vulsions are a common symptom. 
jAn irritation of the brain or spinal 
i cord should always be suspected 
•when a child shows any of these 
i symptoms. A physician should be 
called without delay. He will make 
^the necessary tests to determine 
•whether encephalitis is really pres- 
ent. 
" The existence of the disease Is 
confirmed by an examination of the 
spinal fluid. This is obtained by 
puncturing the spinal canal and 
withdrawing a small quantity of 
fluid. This may sound like .a ter- 
'rible ordeal, but, in reality, is a re- 
jmarkably simple procedure. 
' This test is used in hospitals to 
[distinguish between infantile paral- 
iysis, tuberculosis of the spinal col- 
jumn, meningitis and other similar 
'afflictions. In fact, it is used as 
a matter of routine in all serious 
epidemics of infantile paralysis, 
meningitis or encephalitis. 


May TJs« Vaccine 


Once the diagnosis is made, pro- 


longed medical care and careful 
nursing are essential to complete 
recovery. In certain forms of- en- 
cephalitis, an appropriate vaccine 
may be used. Other forms of treat- 
ment are now available. 
"Sleeping sickness" is a definite 


form of encephalitis. Fortunately, 
it is not as common as in former 
years. It requires special medical 
care, which is best obtained in a 
hospital equipped for 
handling 
| these cases.

Steel Workers Chief Benefi- 


ciaries, But Many Other 
, Workers Helped. 


CHICAGO. CS>>. Nearly a million 
men and women went to work in 
United States industrial centers 
fortified by the knowledge their 
wages had been raised substan- 
tially. 
Steel 
workers were the 
chief beneficiaries of wage in- 
creases, aggregating $168,118,000 
annually, which became effective 
for an estimated 925,075 toilers. 
Effective Monday, 550,000 work- 
ers in. the steel Industry will re- 
ceive 10 cents more per hour, fat- 
tening their pay envelopes by 
§120,000,000 over the period of a 
year. 
But the good cheer was not con- 


fined to steel mills. 
In packing 
plant refrigerators, 
down to the 
pita of the Minnesota and Michi- 
gan iron country, in California 
orchards and in humming 
New- 
England 
factories, 
workers re- 
joiced in the wave of pay hikes. 
The new minimum of 62% cents 
per hour for steel workers will 
make the average hourly rate for 
labor approximately 
82% cents. 
Altho a 40-hour week also becomes 
effective Monday, plants will con- 
tinue to operate 48 hours, with 
time and a half for overtime.

The real danger is a runaway 
inflation the world over. 
That 
danger is in truth imminent and 
ts unmistakable symptoms are 
already clearly visible in the rap- 
dly rising prices of raw materials. 
Unless it is checked, the result is 
certain to be a sharp rise in the 
cost of living. As it proceeds, real 
wages and real salaries will fall, 
and a profitless prosperity will 
ensue. A sharp rise in the cost 
of living will rapidly wipe out 
3ie improvement in income and 
standard of lift which the coun- 
;ry has enjoyed s'nce 1933. 
This 
inflationary 
movement, 


which threatens the security of 
every class in the community ex- 
cept the nimblest speculators, has 
mighty forces behind it. In every 
country of Europe the expenditure 
on armaments has reached a gi- 
gantic scale. This expenditure is 
explosively inflationary. 
For 
it 
means that a large part of the la- 
aor and capital of each country 
.3 devoted to absolutely unproduc- 
ive ends. 
The soldiers in uni- 


form,- the workers in the muni- 
ions plants, consume food, clothes, 
houses, raw materials for which 
nothing is given in exchange. The 
rest of the working population 
lave to support and supply them 
as well as themselves. 
Inevitably prices must rise. They 
must rise until the working popu- 
lation is unable to pay the price 
of the materials that the govern- 
ments need for the armies. 
The 
ns can only be made by depriv- 
ing the workers of their butter. 
The standard of life has to be 
taxed by rising prices in order to 
pay for the armaments. 


In this country a similar situa- 
tion exists but the unproductive 
jnflationary expenditure goes only 
in small part to armaments. The 
bulk of it goes to public works, 
subsidies, pensions, and 
relief. 
Economically the effect 
is 
the 
same as in Europe. The people 
have to pay for these things, and 
they are now beginning to 
pay. 
They will not pay in direct taxes 
but in high prices. This is inevi- 
table. It is impossible to hand out 
billions and billions of dollars and 
not pay for them. If the govern- 
ment hands 800 millions to one 
f*roup and 500 millions to another 
somebody has to make the goods 
:hat are bought with that money. 
tt is all very well to talk 
about 
"borrowing" it: the inescapable 
fact is that if a lot of things are 
bought with borrowed money the 
prices of those things must rise. 
Now I think that Mr. Roosevelt 


realizes this and dreads it. For he 
must know that, as prices rise, 
the bank deposits he has guaran- 
teed will be subjected to a hidden 
tax, the social security pensions 
will be reduced in real value, union 
wages will be cut, not in dollars 
but in purchasing power, sweated 


So one can well understand that 
ir. looking ahead he is sincerely 
alarmed, and that the danger sud- 
denly became clear to him when he 
had time to think in the month 
after election. If he continues tha 
inflationary expenditures 
which 


his 
supporters 
demand. He is 
headed straight for a catastrophe 
rise in prices which will impover- 
ish 
his 
supporters 
and nearly 
everyone else. If he reverses hie 
policy drastically, as he ought to 
in order to avert the danger, he is 
in deep political trouble. 
That, I suppose, is why he wants 
almost dictatorial powers at once. 
For when an inflation really gets 
going, and this one is well started, 
a government must either deflate 
by severe economy 
and spartan 
taxation, or it must take control 
of prices and wages and seek to 
administer them by the power of 
the government. Now the author- 
ity to take control of prices and 
wages has been denied to the pres- 
ident by the supreme court. That 
is the only important power that 
has been denied to him. He prob- 
ably cannot get that authority by 
an amendment, certainly he cannot 
get it quickly. 


Yet is not that the authority he 
feels he must have—"now?" That 
would explain the otherwise unin- 
telligible 
argTiment he made on 
Tuesday night when he talked as if 
long range reforms could cure an 
imminent crisis. In asking for the 
authority to carry out the long- 
range reforms in any way he sees 
fit, is he not perhaps really seek- 
ing the authority to master the 
crisis which his own political pol- 
icy, plus the disordered state of 
the outer world, is brewing? 
It is a fact that if the inflation- 
ary crisis is allowed to develop, al- 
most dictatorial powers will be re- 
quired to master it. If the presi- 
dent cannot by a sound financial 
and economic policy now avert this 
crisis, then he will need almost 
plenary powers 
when it breaks. 


Looked at from this point of view 
one can at last begin to under- 
stand the reckless and desperate 
gamble which 
he has suddenly 
taken.

Senator Van Nuys, (d., Ind.), re- 
ported some progress in the at- 
tempt to agree on one or more 
amendments which the democratic 
opposition might support aa a 
body.

STATE GETS NO TAX. 


Lewis Oberwetter, living near 
Rushville died one year ago and 
left an estate of $108,727.07, but a 
report 
of 
the 
administrators, 


Robert E. Marek and Maggie M. 
Wohlford, filed with State Tax 
Commissioner Smith, shows that 
neither the state nor the federal 
government derive any estate tax 
from it, but that the county re- 
ceived §3,574 under the Nebraska 
inheritance tax. Under the state 
and federal estate tax laws the 
federal government has a sure 
thing on collecting 20 percent and 
the state takes a chance of get- 
ting 80 percent. In this instance 
the federal government gets noth- 
ing because its own law allows a 
deduction of at least $100,000 and 
there was no net estate to tax. 
In this instance the deductions 
totaled $109,372.90, so the govern- 
ment gets nothing out of its theo- 
retical 20 percent and the state 
fails to get its promised 80 per- 
cent of what the government gets. 
But the state inheritance tax is 
due and payable regardless of the 
fact that there was no net estate 
for the governor and state to tax 
under the estate lax laws.

decisions on important pending 
cases. 


The court by 7 to 2 decided only 
one case by opinion in its brief 
session. The case was a ruling on 
the right of the federal govern- 
ment to impose income taxes on 
the salaries of employes of muni- 
cipal water supply systems. The 
decision revealed an unusual and 
unprecedented alignment of the 
court. 


Two veteran liberals, Justices 
Cardozo and Stone, joined with 
Chief Justice Hughes, who has di- 
vided between the liberal and con- 
servative sides of the court, Justice 
Sutherland, a conservative who 
wrote the opinion, and the other 
conservatives, Justices Vandevan- 
ter, McReynolds and Butler, to rule 
that the income was not taxable. 
Cardozo and Stone joined only 
in the result, however, and did ont 
commit themselves completely on 
the broad question of the right to 
impose the tax. 
Justice Roberts, whose course on 
the bench has been more often 
with the conservative side than 
that of Chief Justice Hughes, wrote 
a. dissenting opinion holding that 
the federal government could im- 
pose the tax. He was joined with 
the court's oldest liberal member, 
Justice Louis D. Brandeis.

the state, county, city school dis- 
tricts and all governmental sub- 
divisions of the state and if so 
will it stop the deposit of funds 
of state and state subdivisions un- 
less the depository banks are un- 
der the FDIC. The present law, 
passed by the legislature of 1935, 
permits depository banks to pledge 
assets for any public funds" on 
deposit, in lieu of giving a bond. 
The bill is said to merely add fed- 
eral government deposits to th« 
present law with a proviso that 
the depository may pledge assets 
in lieu of bond if its deposits are 
protected by the FDIC. 


The bill will prevent acceptance 


of federal deposits upon pledge of 
assets in lieu of a bond if the de- 
pository is under FDIC and as 60 
state banks, some of them said 
to be the strongest in the state, 
are not under FDIC, the 60 banks 
will not be permitted to pledge 
assets for federal funds. 
If the 
bill also carries the same provision 
as to the deposit of funds of the 
state and its subdivisions the 60 
banks will be forced to come under 
the FDIC to accept on deposit 
either federal or state and county 
or city money by pledging assets, 
in lieu of bond. As the bill ad-^- 
mittedly 
discriminates 
against 
banks not under federal deposit 
insurance corporation it is being 
studied by Gov. Cochran. 
The governor approved bill No. 
122 last Saturday but as the 
legislature was not then in ses- 
sion his approval was not placed 
before that body until Monday. 
The bill by Dafoe and Dunn pro- 
vides that process fees shall not 
be advanced to the director of in- 
surance for the department of in- 
surance as attorney for service in
